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INTRODUCTORY MEMORANDUM. 


The accompanying Return is in continuation of the Return prepared up to the 
31st March, 1911 (Par. Paper, Cd. No. 6130 of 1912), and gives, by Provinces and 
Counties, the result of proceedings for sale up to the 31st March, 1913, under all 
the Irish Land Purchase Acts, together with an estimate of the area, poor law 
valuation, and purchase money of the agricultural lands unsold at that date. 

The expression “ lands unsold ” in this Return means lands in respect of which 
proceedings for sale had not been instituted on the 31s£ March 1913, under the 
Land Purchase Acts. 

The expression “ lands pending for sale ” means lands in respect of which 
proceedings for sale had been instituted and were pending on the 31tff March 1913. 

The expression “ lands sold ” means lands in respect of which proceedings for 
sale to the purchasers (including Estates Commissioners and Congested Districts 
Board where estates have been purchased by them for re-sale) had been completed 
on the 31st Mar ch 1913. 


The estimate of the purchase money of the lands unsold has been arrived at, as 
m the Return of 1912 above referred to, on the basis of the average number of years’ 
purchase of the Poor Law Valuation of the lands sold under the Acts 1903-9, 
this basis being, in the opinion of the Estates Commissioners, the most reliable one 
on which the estimate of the purchase money of the agricultural lands unsold can 
be framed. 

The total Poor Law Valuation of the lands sold and pending for sale under 
the Land Purchase Acts up to the 31st March 1913, amounting to £6,177,946 
(Col. 16) has been deducted from the total valuation (£10,038,865) of the agricul- 
tural holdings (Col. 22) as given in Table 156 of the General Census Report of 1911, 
and the balance (£3,860,919) is taken to be the valuation of the holdings unsold on 
the 31st March 1913 (Col. 19). Multiplying this £3,860,919 by the average number 
of years purchase of the valuation of lands sold under the Acts 1903-9, the result 
represents approximately the purchase money of the unsold lands. Worked out for 
each County, the estimated total purchase money of the lands unsold on the 31st 
March 1913, is £78,326,681 (Col. 20). 

It will be observed that, following on the lines of the Return of 1912, this 
estimate has been framed on two assumptions, (a) that all the agricultural lands 
unsold on the 31st March 1913, will be sold under the Land Purchase Acts, and 
(&) that such lands will be sold on the average at the price for which lands have 
been sold up to that date under the Acts 1903-9. There are, however, certain lands 
wnc cannot or probably will not form the subject of proceedings for sale under 
t e existing Land Purchase Acts, for instance, large holdings and demesne lands 
e purchase money of which would exceed the statutory limits of advances under 
those Acts, certain lands in the neighbourhood of Cities and Towns, market gardens, 
parce so an s already held in fee-simple by the occupiers and labourers’ plots. 
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Again, the advances made in respect of lands sold up to the 31st March, 1913, under 
the Acts 1903-9 are in the great majority of cases repayable by Annuities at the 
rate of 3£% under the Act of 1903, but under the Act of 1909 all advances in respect 
of future sales will be repayable by Annuities at the rate of 3£%; _ and experience has 
shown that the increase in the Annuity rate has resulted in a decrease in the purchase 
money. Having regard to these considerations, it is estimated that the total 
purchase money of the lands unsold on the 31st March 1913, would probably not 
amount to more than £60,000,000.
